Almost the entire 
north 
A tlantic 
seaboard -a region famous for its pic- 
tureHque beauty—gazed today on acres 
Of blackened ruins that 
lay 
in 
the 
wake of destructive fires. 
Seven states were directly affected 
by the property damage, which ran 
into millions of dollars. 
Although a 
m ajority of the widespread conflagra­ 
tions were under control, officials fear­ 
ed fu rth er loss in some sections should 
winds continue today. 
Curiously, 
the 
fires 
sim ultaneous, although 
was suspected only in 
cases. 
Generally, dam age resulted from ap­ 
parently harmless grass 
fires 
which 
were quickly fanned into destructive 
blazes by brisk winds. Although the 
fire left Its m ark from Delaware to 
New H am pshire, no deaths w ere re­ 
ported, and few injuries. 
The most disastrous fire occurred at 
Nashua, N. H., where sparks from a 
locomotive started a $5,000,000 confla­ 
gration. 
The city was virtually under 
m artial law today. 
H undreds were driven 
from 
their 
homes in New Jersey when firemen 
found their only w eapon—back fire— 
was m ade useless by the wind. 
Many 
dwellings were destroyed, as well as 
hundreds of acres of valuable forest 
land. 
Forest Ares in Delaware 
w ere 
re­ 
ported 
under control 
after 
several 
days' fighting. 
Sm aller grass fires were reported in 
Pennsylvania but were brought under 
control w ithout appreciable dam age. 
Approxim ately a 40-mile section of 
Long Island was laid waste by grass 
fires and much valuable property was 
ruined. 
More than 3,000 persons aided 
firemen. 
Sim ilar fires occurred on 
Staten Island, levelling more th an IOO 
cottages. 
More than 15,000 acres were burned 
in the woodlands 
of 
M assachusetts. 
Henry Ford's historic W ayside 
Inn 
was m iraculously saved from the fire. 
Fires in sections of Rhode Island 
were reported under control today af­ 
ter a night of fighting in which hund­ 
reds of volunteers joined.

BLACKENED LANDSC APE 
STRETC HES FOR MILES 


New York, May 5. — A blackened 
landscape stretching for 
miles 
over 
northern New Jersey and 
parts 
of 
Ixrng Island and Staten Island was all 
that rem ained today to mark the path 
of a series of brush and grass fires 
which flamed into disastrous propor­ 
tions yesterday, causing damage which 
will run into millions of dollars. 
Fanned by stiff 
winds, 
the 
fires 
completely erased one 
hamlet, 
des­ 
troyed hundreds of homes and took 
the New York fire departm ent out of 
the city on the first m aster alarm it 
has received in 20 years. 
Firem en still were fighting several 
sporadic blazes today, but 
all 
were 
understood to be under control. 
No 
deaths were reported from any of the 
dam aged sections, although 
several 
were overcome by smoke 
and 
Fire 
W arden Jesse Bozroth of New G retna, 
N. J., suffered severe burns. 
Long Island and northern New Je r­ 
sey were the hardest hit. In the for­ 
m er section the fire spread over a 40- 
mile front and, aided by the wind, 
gained a width of 20 miles in some 
places. It threatened eight towns and 
destroyed nearly IOO sum m er cottages, 
moat of them as yet unoccupied. 
New Jersey officials described the 
fire as the most disastrous in the his­ 
tory of the state. 
More than a score 
of brush fires racing before a north­ 
west wind reduced the pine belts of 
seven counties to ashes, and erased 
the ham let of Penbryn while its in­ 
habitants fled through the smoke with 
w hat 
valuables 
they could 
gather. 
Other tow ns of sim ilar size w ere re­ 
ported seriously endangered.

Cumberland,

RATIFICATION OF LONDON NAV­ 
AL CONFERENCE TK EATV IN 
ANOTHER W EEK

W ashington, May 5. 
An optimistic 
plan for adjourning congress June ll, 
six Weeks hence, has been adopted by 
senate and house leaders. 
The plan contemplates final passage 
of the tariff bill within the next two 
weeks, ratification of the London con­ 
ference naval treaty in another week 
and passage later of supply bills and 
im portant minor legislation 
including 
transfer 
of prohibition 
enforcement 
from the treasury to the justice de­ 
partm ent. 
A vote is expected in the senate to 
morrow on the nomination of John J. 
P arker to be a supreme court justice. 
Final disposition of this pending busi­ 
ness will clear the way for a start on 
the legislative program with the tariff 
heading the list. 
The delay in the 
voting 
on 
the 
P arker nomination has been due to 
the tactics of adm inistration leaders 
who desired to stave off rejection of 
the nomination, hoping enough pres­ 
sure m ight be brought to 
bear 
to 
change the voting lineup. The indica­ 
tions are their efforts have been un­ 
successful, although the poll m argins 
revealing a five to eight vote m ajority 
against the nominee, are not conclu­ 
sive enough to remove doubt about 
the final outcome. 
The adm inistration's fight for con­ 
firmation was today in the hands of 
Senator W aterm an, republican, Color­ 
ado, who has prepared a lengthy ad­ 
dress. Opponents of Parker hope to 
force a vote after W aterm an’s speech 
if they find an opportunity. 
A typically stirring senatorial con­ 
test is expected over the 
tariff 
bill 
which arrived from the house today. 
The lum ber rates, flexible tariff provi­ 
sions and the debenture are the only 
m ajor items of controversy between 
the two cham bers. 
The senate vote 
was close on free lumber, but it was 
decisive for repeal of the flexible pro­ 
vision and in favor of the debenture. 
As the house has conclusively de­ 
clined to accept these two latter items 
and President Hoover has intim ated 
he m ight veto the debenture project, 
the fight centers on the question of 
w hether the whole tariff bill should be 
sunk or w hether the 
senate 
should 
again give in to the house and the 
president. 
The flexible repealer and the deben­ 
ture are coalition m easures 
w ritten 
into the bill by dem ocrats and inde­ 
pendent republicans. These groups are 
confident they can reject the present 
bill and send it back again to a con­ 
ference com m ittee representing 
the 
senate and the house with instructions 
to senate conferees that they must 
stand by the two amendments.

died today In St. Josephs hospital af- 
tei an illness of several week*. 
('anear, not old age, brought death 
to the plainsman In the end of a life 
that reads like a history of the old 
west. 
He was K4 years old. 
"Deadwood Dick" was almost 
the 
last of the actual and fabled heroes 
"f tile west. 
Unlike other pioneers, 
<’l«rk 
lived 
to 
see 
h t s 
exploits 
among Indians, road agents and bari 
men grow Into the legend class. 
Vir­ 
tually all his life was spent In the 
west fighting Indians, riding 
in 
the 
jHiny express, guarding stage coaches 
and guiding United State* cavalry. 
His personal 
ami 
fabled exploits 
formed the theme of 67 paper harked 
thullers, written by Edward L. Wheel* 
et. sometimes known as Ned Buntline. 
These volumes, usually forbidden to 
he read by younger generations two 
or three decades ago, were read by 
lK>ys and oftentimes girls for years 
until the plainsman became as well­ 
known as Buffalo Bill 
Cody, 
"Wild 
Bill" Htekok and Kit Carson. 
“Deadwood Dick" himself used 
to

te m a road agent until his reform 
and that he had spent his early days 
robbing stage coaches 
and 
rescuing

As a mater of fact Clark had only

SPECTACULAR FIRE 
AT OIL REFINERY 
McCook, HI., May 5.—A spec facula! 
fire, punctuated by explosion,

WE have always regarded milk as a drink, as a liquid food, 
and never had the idea that it was possible to view it as medicine 
which has a curative effect in degenerative diseases of mankind, 
a? reported by the Minneapolis Journal. 
The degenerative diseases of middle age are the scourge of the 
present. 
Modern medical science has amazingly reduced infant 
mortality and has controlled most of the infectious plagues.

In addition to Dr. Price’s scientific evidence, there exists con­ 
siderable circumstantial evidence lending plausibility to his theory 
American adults notoriously consume little mlk or milk products, 
however liberally they may provide their children with adequate 
supplies. And the adult American male notoriously neglects that 
other prime source of Vitamin I), leafy green vegetables. 
Most 
of the Continental European races far outdo us Americans in the 
consumption of milk and milk products, particularly cheese, and 
in the consumption of fresh vegetables. 
And the sudden Wearing 
out of the human machine in middle life is a phenomenon that 
seem s far more common among us than among the Europeans. 
If time proves that Vitamin D does reliably protect the indi­ 
vidual against these so railed degenerative diseases, then the 
Americus race wiJl wear a beaten path to the dairyman’s door.

We have always regarded milk as a drink, as a liquid food, 
and never had the idea that it was possible to view it as medicine 
which has a curative effect in degenerative diseases of mankind, 
as reported by the Minneapolis Journal. 
The degenerative diseases of middle age are the scourge of the 
present. 
Modern medical science has amazingly reduced infant 
mortality and has controlled most of the infectious plagues. 
But 
hearts and other vital organs seem to be wearing out even more 
rapidly than ever.

A prime source of Vitamin D is milk, particularly the milk 
of grass eating cows, and the butter made from the cream of such 
milk. 
It follows, then, that a diet rich in butter and milk, and 
particularly the butter and milk of grass fed cows in the spring 
and summer, should contribute importantly to the well being and 
the longevity of the individual, if the Cleveland scientist’s conclu­ 
sions are sound. 
In addition to Dr. Price’s scientific evidence, there exists con­ 
siderable circumstantial evidence lending plausibility to his theory. 
American adults notoriously consume little mlk or milk products, 
however liberally they may provide their children with adequate 
supplies. And the adult American male notoriously neglects that 
other prime source of Vitamin D, leafy green vegetables. 
Most 
of the Continental European races far outdo us Americans in the 
consumption of milk and milk products, particularly cheese, and 
in the consumption of fresh vegetables. And the sudden wearing 
out of the human machine in middle life is a phenomenon that 
seems far more common among us than among the Europeans. 
If time proves that Vitamin I) does reliably protect the indi­ 
vidual against these so called degenerative diseases, then the 
American race will wear a beaten path to the dairyman’s door. 
Butter and milk surpluses will no longer worry the American 
farmer, once his fellow men are convinced that health and 
longevity may be purchased for the trifling price of a few extra 
pounds of butter and bottles of milk.

The gain made by Brainerd will be counterbalanced, in a 
way, by Brainerd travel being able to go eastward and westward 
at all seasons and will bring better communication between these 
parts. 
Duluth is greatly interested in this extension of Trunk High 
way No. 2. 
The Duluth News Tribune says editorially that Com 
missioner Charles M. Babcock of the state highway department, 
brought some good news to Duluth Tuesday when he assured a 
gathering of Duluth business men and others that State Highway 
No. 2 will be paved from Duluth to the North Dakota line by 1932. 
The paving of Highway No. 2 is one of the most important 
and pressing road project in the state and will be of especial value 
to Duluth and the northern part of the state. 
Minnesota has a north and south trunk highway traversing 
it that is mostly paved. No. I is paved from a point near the Iowa 
border, north through the Twin Cities and Duluth to Two Har­ 
bors on the North Shore.

The Brainerd H ealth Service society 
has need of used or new white m aterial 
for use in m aking obstetrical pack­ 
ages, which they wish to keep on hand 
for the use of city and county nurses 
in their work of helping the worthy 
f poor of Crow W ing county. Anyone 
i having used or new white m aterial are 
also asked to donate same to the so­ 
ciety to be made up into the pack­ 
ages or into layettes for the use of th 3 
nurses. 
The society also desires to extend to 
the ladies of Brainerd a cordial in­ 
vitation to join in the work of this 
organization. The m em bership fee is 
only 50 cents a year, not a large sum. 
but a great am ount of good may be 
accomplished by adding 50 cents to­ 
gether with those of a hundred or 
more members. 
The work calls for a very small 
am ount of ones tim e—only two or 
three hours of one afternoon each 
m onth. A great deal of assistance to 
the nurses has 
been

were

churches, and a satisfying am ount of 
work was accomplished in the two 
hours spent there.
